DISTRIOT INVESTIGATION.

Wasurneton, D. C., April 8.—The interesting { 


features of to-day's proceedings in the District 
investigation were the testimony of Mr. O. H. 
Quimby, of Chicago, and the statement under 
oath of the Hon. Charles B. Farwell, Represent- 
ative in Congress from the Third Illinois District. 
Mr. Quimby was summoned from his Western 
home by the memorialiste, to tell what he 
knew of 

THE DE GOLYER 4 M'CLELLAND PAVING CONTRACTS 
in this city, about which there is great scandal. 
This firm, it seems, in 1872, obtained contracts 
from the Board of Public Works for the laying 
of $196,000 worth of what is cailed the DeGolyer 
No. 2 block-pavement. The price per yard was 
fixed at $3.50, and it was specified that the blocks, 
before laying, should undergo a procéss called 
‘* ironizing,” whatever that may be. 

MR. QUIMBY, 

who had been superintending the laying of the 
same kind and quality of pavement in Chicago 
for the same firm, was brought here by them 
and put in charge of their Washington contract. 
He did not remain here long, but returned to 
Chicago, and while there, ascertained that a 
large portion of the DeGolyer & McCielland pave- 
ment on Lake, West Harrison, and Sheldon 
streets, and Calumet avenue, in 1871, was prov- 
ing worthless, and that the process had been 
condemned by. the Chicago Board of Public 
Works. Returning again to Washington in July, 
1878, Mr. Quimby laid his information before 
Gov. Shepherd, and the latter gentleman, being 
convinced of the truthfulness of his statement, 
at once issued an order stopping all further 
work under the DeGolyer & McClelland contracts. 


At the time of

the contractors had on hand blocks sufficient to 
lay 67,000 yards of pavement. They were in a 
bad way.

are political revolutions, social revolutions, and 


financial revolutions. - A political revolution in- 


volves nearly always a social or financial on e,— 


generally both. Aod so a financial revolution 
prepares the way for a social and political con- 
vulsion. Government, society, and natioual 
finance are most intimately related. Govern- 
ment 1s the nation’s head, society the nation’s 
body, the finances the nation’s blood. To tam- 
per with one of these is to tamper with al! of 
them. Destroy the Government, and you de- 
range the finances and disorganize society. The 
French Revolution, in its incipiency political, 
was, in its development, social and financial. Its 
financial failure was the beginning of its end, 
and led to a counter-revolution. Something 
similar had Been observed before. Law's finan- 
cial scheme produced a lasting change in French 
manners andin French society.- It revolution- 
ized both. A change in our own finances during 
the War, introduced a change into our habits as 
a people. With the emission of our paper cur- 
rency we became, to a considerable extent, a 
gambling nation ; and, having once enjoyed the 
pleasures of financial intoxication, perhaps we 


cannot be reclaimed to an honest sober life ex- 


cept through the avenues of national rent 
cy and national disgrace. _ 

American society has changed its chines: 
ter within a decade. The revolution begun 
in our finances spread with amazing 
rapidity through our social system. Will 
it end there? It cannot, unless we aban- 
don the financial revolution we have begun ; 
unless we cease our inflation policy; unless 
Congress retrace the steps it has recently 
taken in the matter of the currency, If this be 
not done, our national honor is lost, our 
credit gone ; with our honor and credit, our place 
among nations; and, with our place among the 
nations, liberty and pepular institutions. Since 
the foundation of this Republic, these have had 
no greater enemies than the speculators and the 
halls of Congress,—the men who have turned 
what should be the temple of Freedom into a 
den of thieves. 

A nation’s credit is a nation’s life. The credit 
of the oniy free nation in the world is Freedom’s 
life. National repudiation is national dishonor, 
disgrace, and death; and the nation that re- 
deems its promises to pay by issuing other irre- 
deemable promises to pay, which discharges its 
debts by increasing its irredeemable currency, is 
guilty of repudiation. If the inflationists in 
Congress do not know what they are do- 
ing, they are fools. If they do know 
what their action means, they are 
knaves. The inflationist, Senator or Represent- 
ative, if he be not a fool, is a traitor,—nay, worse 
than a traitor. The traitor strikes at national 
life. The inflationist strikes at national honor, 
credit, and good name, as well as life. The 
traitor slays. The inflationist dishonors his 
country, discredits it, shames it, robs it of its 
virtue. The one dispatches it, or tries to, with 
a blow. The other dispatches it as effectually in 


the end, but first allows it to drag out a miser- 


able and disgraced existence. Compared with 
the repudiator, Arnold, Aaron Burr,. and Jeff. 
Davis were patriots. Happy shall we be if the 


financial revolution begun in this country does 


not lead to outright repudiation, and demon- 


strate the folly of popular government! The 


people saved this country in the political storm 
of our Civif War. They proved themselves 
competent to save it. But then they had con- 
crete things, tangible realities, to deal with ; and 
the people know what such realities mean. In 


| the political storm, they demonstrated their 


ability to govern. In the financial storm which 
has followed, they are demonstrating their 
incapacity to rule. Here the sovereign people 
are called upon to decide a most momentous 
question, —a question involving the considerati on 
not only of*tangible realities, but of abstrac- 
tions. Here is the test of popular capacity,—of 
the capacity of the people for free government. 

The people know enough to make good sol- 
diers and to allow themselves to be led in a polit- 
ical storm. They can deal, as we have just said,- 


with'tangible realities, with things. The majority, 


however, are not financiers any more than they 
are metaphysicians, chemists, astronomers, or 
linguists. The trouble is, the people believe 
themselves financiers, political economists, and 
statesmen. They bave learned so much of self- 
government ; they have had so much to do with 
running caucuses, conventions, town meetings, 
Common Councils, State Legislatures, that they 
believe themselves born Richelieus, Talleyrands, 
Websters, -Gladstones, and Bismarcks, We 
bave so many statesmen that statesmanship has 
fallen into discredit among us. We have had so 
much, individually, to say about the disposition of 
town, city, county, and State funds; we have voted 
so long on questions of taxation and the dis- 
position of the money raised by taxation, that 
we have fallen into the delusion of supposing 
that we are all consummate. financiers; and we 
are willing to be led by no one. im war, the peo- 


ple are willing to be led by a Sherman or a Grant.. 


They know they are not all Generals. In finance, 
they areu: willing to hearken to a Schurz or a 


Mitchell, or follow their financial leadership. 


In war, the people weld themselves into a dis- 
ciplined ‘army. In finance, they resolve them- 
selves intoa mob. In war, the people follow 
and obey their leaders. In finance, the people 
hound their leaders into the most extravagant 
absurdities, into the most dangerous positions. 

The solution of the financial question rests 
ultimately with the people. It is a question.in- 
volving nice discrimination. Upon its right so- 
lution depends the permanence of our iustitu- 
tions. If popular government fails in this 
country, it will be through an error of the popu- 
lar head on a question too subtie for the average 
‘mind to settle, and apparently too simple to be 
beyond its powers. Such a question is the one 
before the country,—the currency question. 
The popular heart is all right, but if the head is | 
all wrong, the consequences of the error will 
come all the same. The man whosteps off a 
ladder by mistake breaks his neck as certainly as 


he who voluntarily throws himself down. Let | 


us suppose that a thousand millions of green- 
backs are issued, and that, having wrought ruin 
and destruction everywhere, they are finally 
repudiated. Will not people say to each 
other, “No despotiam could do worse 
for us than we have done for-ourselves?” Can 
any despotism do more than take the property of 
its subjects without restoring an equivalent ? 
Can any monarchy do worse than transfer one 
man’s property to another without due process 
of law? Can any Commune devise a more 
effective means for a redistribution of wealth 
than depreciated legal-tender notes ?

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ONE LESSON OF THE ELECTIONS. 
There are many useful lessons, both pplitical 
and moral, to be learned from a careful study 
and. analysis of the township elections held on 
Monday and Tuesday last. Republican politi- 
cians may discover the fulfillment of the warn- 
ings which have been uttered so many timeg, 
and, if they are not blind, may see the) hand- 
writing on the wall which forebodes still greater 
disaster next fall. The advocates of temper- 
ance may obtain still more useful information, 
and discover why the people have put the seal 
of disapprobation upon. their recent opera- 
tions. It is now nearly three months 
since the temperance people took thé 
field against whisky. They commenced opera- 
tions in a nove], but to many good people an 
objectionable, manner. Bands of women, of 
good women, actuated bya good purpose, be- 
sieged the saloons with prayer and psalm, day 
and night, aud were aided in their work by 4 
majority of the clergy and congregations, and 
were organized into action by Dr. Dio Lewis, « 
sensational moral reformer, whose degree of 
philanthropy !argely depended upon the ability 
of temperance people to pay him. The ¢losing 
of saloons was made to depend upon the effi- 
cacy of prayer, and, when this had 
failed, the business of physicians, drug- 
gists, and saloon-keepers was directly 
interfered with. Great crowds stopped | busi- 
ness, and when any resistance was made to such 
interference the resisters were punished by the 
courts, and legal gentlemen who dared to defend 
them were put under a social ban, Somptimes 
coercion was used, and frequently laws which 
had been dead letters for years were revived 
and brought to bear upon liquor-sellers with 
their most extreme penalties, Personal liberty 
was in many instances invaded, and rights guar- 


anteed by law were deliberately trampled upon. 


Pending these operations, there were not 


wanting many and serious warnings. The pub- 


lic press, almost without exception, poimted ont 
to the crusaders and their supporters that they 
were running fall tilt against public opinion, 
and that the publie not only did not sympathize 
with them, but actually regarded their prpceed- 
ings with distrust. Still more solemn warnings 
came from clergymen. standing high in| their 
profession, that these crusaders were doing 
damage to the cause of religion by bringing it 
into contempt, and that, if tneir prayers failed, 
the result would be to injure other forms of 
church work. There has been ‘no opportunity 
for public opinion to manifest itself until the 
April elections, and these are now be- 
fore us with ‘their significant record. 
In nearly every town and village in 
the West the issue was license or anti- 
licen%e, and the respective forces were arrayed in 
all their strength. The vote polled at these 
elections was one of the largest ever cast in the 
West, and fully up to the standard of general 
elections. The temperance people moved 
heaven and earth to elect their candidates ; and, 
in numerous places, thé women prayed at the 
polis while the voting was going on. -But they 
prayed in vain.

A NEW WAY TO PAY OLD DEBTS. 

It is to be regretted that no short cut has yet 
been devised by those economists who desire to 
‘swell the volume of our currency”. by which 
actual wealth can be inflated. Private individ- 
uals ordinarily find but one method by which 
their actual capital can be increased, and that is 
through the old-fashioned agency of hard work. 
We are satisfied that the time has now arrived 
when some simpler, some easier, means should 
be adopted. It at first occurred to us 
that this might be done by an act 
of Congress; and, while we are noi 
yet quite prepared to say that Congress 
could accomplish results so desirable by statute, 
we throw out the suggestion to those statesmen 
who have outgrown the effete systems of the Old 
World, and are determined to establish an entirely 
new system of political economy fitted in its 
magnificent proportions to our “ ocean-bound 
Republic,” and over which the eagle can scream 
in triumphant and defiant delight. 

It is a melancholy fact that the traders, spec-- 
ulators, and some of the farmers of North Car- 
olina and the West are hard up. The’ difii- 


culty with them seems to be, that they 


are unable to pay their debts. This inability 
arises from the fact that their cash liabilities ex- 
ceed their cash resources. In other words, their 
promises are in excess of their ability to per- 


form. The great question is: “How can they } 


be relieved?” To our mind the answer is 
simple. In either one of two ways: 1. By in- 
creasing, or, to use ® more appropriate word, 
inflating, their resources ; or, 2. By decreasing 
their liabilities. 

If the resources of the unfortunate debtor 
consist in a farm, there are three ways in which 


they may be inflated, viz: 1. By increasing } 


the size of the farm. There are, of course, 
serious objections to this plan. Ordinarily, s 
man increases the size of his farm by buying 
more land and paying for it, and he is compelled 
to-work for and earn the money which he appro- 
priates to that purpose. If he buys it and runs 
in debt for it, his actual resources are not there- 
by increased, for he has just so much additional 
liabilities. Merely to acquire more land by work- 
ing for it is an effete plan prevailing among the 
rotten monarchies of the Old World, and what 


we are after is‘a new and short cut. 2. But there | 


is still another method. The actual wealth of the 
unfortunate farmer might be inflated by increas- | 
ing the productiveness of the farm. There are 
two methods by which this might be done. 
Either by tilling it with more care,—in other 


words, putting additional labor into working it, 


or by act of Congress. The objections to the 
first method are obvious. It is the old-fashioned 
plan. It makes, after all, labor the real basis of 
wealth, and that theory we have thoroughly out- 


grown. But by act of Congress it may be pro- 
vided that every acre of ground owned by farm- 


ers who need relief should produce, with- 
out any additional labor, a certain number of 
bushels of corn or wheat, as the case might be, 
per acre, in addition to ite usual production. If, 
notwithstanding such act’ of Congress, the 
annual production was not increased, Congress 
would have the proud satisfaction of having dis- 
charged ite duty and done its level best to re- 
lieve the wante and necessities of the people. 3. 
But should it be deemed, upon a careful sur- 
vey of the whole subject, inconvenient to inflate 
the actual wealth or capital of the debtor, the 
next course would be to decrease his liabilities. 
The old method of accothplishing this was to 
pay them, but this course involves the necessity 
of closer economy, lessened expenditures, and 
harder work. Thus we are continually traveling 
in a circle, and labor seems to be at the bottom 
of all these methods. There is no other method, 
except that Congress comes to the rescue and 
authorize the debtor to discharge his liabilities 
at a certain percentage on the dollar less than 
the full amount. The trouble about this plan 
is that the creditor, who is always flinty-hearted, 
would probably complain. . : 

But under the new dispensation that would be 
no serious Objection, for the Government pro- 
poses to compelits creditors to reduce their 
claims. Every man in the country who owns a 
greenback is a creditor of the Government, and 
when those promises to pay are inflated or in- 
creased and not redeemed, the actual value of 
the greenback held to-day is depreciated. The 
Government thus compels its creditor to take 
less than the amount of hie claim, and if the 
Government can do that for itself, why, we ask, 
should it not do the same for the thousands of 
its unoffending citizens who are unfortunately 
owing more than they can pay ?

which has been made familiar to Americans by 
numerous photographs and engravings. This 
work so pleased King Louis that he commis- 
sioned him to paint it in oil. Its completion in 
oil opened to him a new field, and he spent sev- 
eral months in Italy studying the works of the 
old masters, preparatory to devoting himself to 


case of the new Museum’at Berlin with a series 
of historical frescoes. In this work, in which 
he was aided by Detmers, Muhr, Eochler, and 
others of his pupils, he was occupied many years, 
andthe six frescoes alone which he painted 
there would have made his name and fame per- 
petual if he had never painte@ anything else. 
They embrace the following subjects: 1. ‘* Der 


Thurmbau von Babylon” (The Destruction of the 


Tower at Babylon); 2. “Homer und die 
Griechen” (Homer and the Greeks); 3. “Die 
Zerstoerung von Jerusalem” (The Desiruc- 
tion of Jerusalem); 4. “‘ Die Hunnenschlacht ” 
(The Battle of the Huns); 5. “Die Kreuz- 
fahrer vor Jerusalem ”(The Crusaders before Je- 
rusaiem); 6. ‘‘ Die Reformatoren” (The Age of 
Reformation). In addition to these, there are 
many allegorical representations of nations 
and figures of sages and heroes, as 
well as a broad band of frieze filled 
with almost innumerable ebildren, representing 
human life in their sports. Some idea of the 
immensity of this work for the Berlin Museum 
may be formed from the fact that in one fresco 
alone, that of “‘The Reformation,” there are 
sixty-eight life-size portrait figures of the great 
men of all ages, for which the artist made special 
studies after long researches among portraits 
and historical descriptions. 

Of late years, Kaulbach has lived in Munich, 
and among his other great works executed in 
that city 1s a series of frescoes for the Pinato- 
thek. In addition to these great works, he has 
left almost innumerable minor ones, among them 
several easel figure-pieces which are models in al- 
most every studio; the wonderful illustrations 
to Goethe’s ‘‘Reineke Fuchs,” which are re- 
markable not only for animal drawing, but also 
for the odd human characteristics with which he 
has invested them ; illustrations of 
the Evangelists, and Goethe's 
plays and poems, photographs of which 
may be found in almost every print store. His
